Some time ago he firm gave its employes

Havana, July 10.—Midway between 


Santa Clara and Sancti Spiritus the in- 
surgent bands oE Clavero and Peras met 
a detachment of SOO Spanish guerrillas, 
carrying with them a number of women 
prisoners. The Spanish guerrillas bad 
raided a paoiuco camp near by, and had 
killed 18 or 19 men, capturing only the 
women and girls, whom they were tak- 
ing to their camp. 


A young lady escaped from the camp 


while the massacre was going on, and by 
chance met some of Clavero's men. In a 
short time Clavero anfl I eras had united 
their bands and started in pursuit of tbe 
guerrillas. 
Tbe Cubans, smarting under 


their wrongs, were anxious for a chance 
to revenge the many murders committed 
on their women. While tbe guerrillas 
were camped for a noonday rest, and 
many of them were stretched out under 
tbe shade treea for a siesta, the Cubans 
dished in upon them with fierce cries of 
"Cuba libre" and "a la maobeto." The 
guerrillas wove taken completely by Biir- 
piise, and could only make a feeble re- 
sistance. 


Tbe enraged Cubans dashed through 


tho camp shooting right and left, and 
putting to tbe machete all who oppoeed 
them. 
The Spanish officers were found 


near a hut containing tbe prlsonera, and 
they wore killed to a man. The guerril- 
las lost 75 men, including Captain Torres 
and two of bis officers, and the band wae 
so completely routed that it will be some 
time before It will reorganize. 
Tbe Cu- 


bans rescued 31 of the women and girls. 
Six of them had been badly Injured. 


Clavero and Bunderas have sent word 


to Weyler that it the guerrillas persist in 
their warfare against women, according 
to his orders, hereafter they will hang to 
the tre^s every SfaniFh soldier and offi- 
cer captured. It is understood that the 
reprisals of the Cuban leaders reported a 
few days ago bad lent a partial effect, 
only one of tbe Sparish commanders rec- 
ognizing it, and agreeing with the Cuban 
feueial that prisoners captured should 
not be summarily executed. Officers of 
Weyler's main forces are still hanging 
and shooting all prisoners captured, and 
the Cuban leaders are determined to stop 
it 
Last week Gomez received news that 


10 Cubans were butchered after they had 
surrendered in the flght In Santa Clara 
province.

young man. His clothes fit him and the 
garments harmonize one with anothei 
,so that his apparel, regarded collective- 
ly, is a work of art 
Mr. Sanford sel- 


dom wears colors or checks, and people 
are not compelled 1o turn and took a< 
him a second time. 


Apparently he does not strive for ef- 


fect. It might be supposed that he ia 
merely fortunate in his selection ol 
Bearing apparel. 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Sanford is 


a student of clothes. He learns from 
observation that he mnst avoid certain 
lunds of apparel if he is to commend 
himself to people of taste lie keeps 
Informed as to fashions, also, and fol- 
lows those which are inexpensive and 
Which have been adopted! by the men 
who can devote most of their time to 
(dressing themselves. 


The result is that Mr. Sanfoid, al- 


though receiving but a mode«1 f-alaiy, 
is known as a "good dresser." He has. 
A small wardrobe, but it is si fficient for 
one who cannot change clothes se^cial 
times a day and who is not under ob- 
ligations to haie "morning," "after- 
noon" and "evening" clothes 


Mr. Sanford, in the course of a con- 


versation the other evening,announced 
his belief that men in Chicago are bad- 
ly dressed because they lack taste He 
started on the assumption that the men 
are badlj dressed 
He said that so far 


as he had observed at least 99 per cent.

of the male adults walking the streets 
were subject to severe criticism. 


It was suggested 'to him that very few 


men could afford to spend the money 
to. keep themselves in good clothes. 


"There never was a time when a man 


could dress so well at such small cost," 
BaidSanford. "I don't mean bydressing 
•well' that a man is to be simply respect- 
able or clean, but I mean that he is to 
be in style. I mean that it doesn't cost 
much nowadays to dress so as to be 'in 
line,' as we say. What does a man need 
this summer? A suit of light check 
or gray stuff, with a short coat cut 
close to the body, a pair of tan shoes, a 
soft shirt, a washable tie and a straw 
hat. 
Is there anything- expensive In 


that make-up? That's -what the mil- 
lionaire wears if he wants to be in style, 
and that's -what a man earning1 ten dol- 
lars a week can afford to buy. Just ait 
present all of onr styles for everyday 
wear are sensible. A man needn't weatf 
Jewelry or expensive waistcoats or fan- 
cy shirts. , If he does, he simply shows 
that he is lacking in taste. The same 
thing is true of women's dress. The 
•hirt waist costume ia simple and la- 


expensive, and j et it makes every wom- 
an look like a blooming- summer beauty. 
Why, 
if a woman were a queen she 


couldn't dei Ue any costume more beau- 
tiful and appropriate." 


Mr. Sanford spoke with enthusiasm. 
"The trouble is," he said, "that peo- 


ple put too many ornaments on them- 
selves. A man with a tweed suit, a sin- 
gle watch chain and a plain bow neck- 
tie as a swell. But vvhen he gets red 
shoes with blue tops, striped trousers, 
checked coat and %est, pink shirt, red 
necktie and a white hat with a black 
band around it, w by, he's a monstrosity. 
And. besides,"his clothes cost him twice 
what he should pa^ 


"You know a bundled -vears ago the 


people of wealth and position wore the 
fancy costumes, and tnc poor people of 
the servant class had to dress plainly. 
How is it to-day? I board m a hous-e 
light across from a sv.oll family out on 
the South side. 'a.he other morning I 
saw the girl come out. fohe wore a 
»ailor hat, a light shirt waist, a plain 
belt, a cloth skirt and English walking 
shoes. Xo frills, no ornaments of any 
kind, understand, but she looked like 
an empress. In a little while I saw the 
maid servant come out, and, say, she 
had a hat a foot high, with a bushel of 
flowers on it, and more jewelry and 
ubbons and truck than jou could get 
into a show window. 
It's the same 


way with the men. A fellow who's 
really swell haj-n't anj jewelrj on him. 
He carries a plain, bamboo stick and a 
pair of gloves, maybe, and the 
onty 


color in his make-up will be his cravat 
or his hatband. Then jou'Il see some 
race-track tout come along with a sil- 
ver-headed cane, a speckled v est, a dia- 
mond pin in a flannel shirt, four or five 
loops of a watch chain with a big charm 
on it, and a pair of shoes that you would 
use for cracking ice. Xovt, it wouldn't 
c-ost that fellow half as much for clothes 
if he would imitate the swell, but, you 
see, he thinks he lias to decorate him- 
self in order to impress people. I can 
take nine-tenths of the men who are 
walking the st-eets to-day in tailor- 
made clothes, lead them into a depart- 
ment store or a icady-made clothing 
place and fit them out so that they'll 
appear better dressed than they are 
now. A man can't make himself well 
dressed by paj my large prices. It's all 
in the selection of clothes and the avoid- 
ing of contrasts, i'or instance, a man 
can wear a light soft hat if his suit is of 
one uniform color, but if he has a light 
hat of one shade, a light pair of trousers 
of another shade and a fancy necktie 
contrasting with both of these shades, 
then the man is dressed like a jay. I 
make it a rule nei er to wear more than 
one loud or fancy article. If a man has 
a quiet hat and a subdued suit of clothes 
he can wear a gay cravat, and it will 
look all light. If he has a dork coat 
and a dark pair of trousers he can wear 
a fancy vest, but if he changes to light 
trousers then he looks like a bunko 
man." 


Mr. Sanford was reminded by one of 


the awed listeners that the show win- 
dows were full of the gayest and fan- 
ciest patterns of shirts and cravate. 


"Why are they put on the market if 


thpj're not the re.il stvlp.'" he wat 
asked.

clothes arc intended for outing wear 
A man who goes boating or wheeling 
or who pla;,s golf has a right to wear 
thcbe loud clothes. They are really uni- 
forms, the same as our baseball uni- 
fcims. l!ut the trouble is that about 
half of the .> oung men in Chicago have 
bought these peacock shirts and cravats 
und are wearing1 them during business 
hours. The result is—well, you can 
s,ee for jourself. 
They have come in 


with an epidemic of loud hats and yel- 
low shoes ,u,<] the whole c!"c t i.-, tome- 
thing horrible."

For several days past the city water 


when drawn from tbe hvdrants wa« n lit- 
tle muddy and people bavo complained 
that they bad found bugs in tbe water. 
On this account some become alarmed and 
were afraid that tbewaterwai not healthy 
to drink, while as a matter of fact, it IB 
tree from Impurities and is tho safest wa- 
ter that can possibly Co used. John Bur- 
nett, tho engineer at tbe waterworks says 
that if tbe water was muddy It was on 
account of tbe fact that tbo mud had sot- 
tied in the plpns. There wore several 
fires lately and when an alarm Is sound- 
ed tbe water Is pumped rapidly and at 
snob times Is not as thoroughly filtered 
as It usually Is, Tbe flremcn did not use 
a great deal of water and Mr, Barnett 
says tbat be thinks tbe mud has settled 
in tbe water pipes, and tbat If tbo city 
water plugs were flushed tbo water would 
be clear. He also says that If there aro 
bugs In tbe water tbat tboy have collect- 
ed in tbe pipes and are there through no 
fault ID the filtering. However, bugs 
that can be seen in the water are harm- 
less and when found aro easily strained. 


The river water Is the safest (bnt can 


be used. Dr. Charles M. Wood, the presi- 
dent of tbe board of health, mode a thor- 
ough examination of tbe city water last . 
night and found H surprisingly fre« from 
any impurities arising from decomposed 
organic mutter, either vegetable or ani- 
mal. 
Ho put tbo water through a num- 


ber of chemical tests and tboy all showed 
tbat tbo water was perfectly pure. Un- 
der tbo'mlorosoope it was fuund tbat there 
were some llvn bugs In tho water, such as 
are found In all water, bnt those are com- 
paratively harmless and can be removed 
by straining 
Dr. Wood says that be con • 


alders tho river water at present the safest 
that can bo used. Tho water In tbo rlvor 
Is exposed to tbe air while In motion and 
this alone Is an excellent purifier. 
He 


considers It much' rater than any of tbe 
well water. 
Tbe muddy or cloudy condl • 


tion of tho wnter docs not Indlca'o any 
danger, and such water will not hurt 
anyone. Tbe decomposed organic matt or 
In tho water Is what makes It dangor.ios 
and causes disease and of this there IB 
positively none 
Dr. Wood soys tbat tho 


tests he made showed tbe water to bo sur- 
prisingly free from impurlles. 
Anyone 


can feel perfectly »»fe In using thi> water 
as It comes from tho hydrant. 
If it is 10 


desired they nan boll tbo water ond cool 
It again before drinking It and In that 
way they can feel absolutely safe, but It Is 
not necessary to boil the water now. 


Later in the season when tbora are oases 


of typhoid fever In tbo city and tho river 
Is lower there will be sotnn danger and to ' 
remove tbio the water should be boiled, 
bnt at present there Is no oauio whatever 
for alarm. 


Alioot l'«lnr W»ter. 


Physicians say tbat It is best for people 


to use water freely dnrlng the warm 
weather as it causes perspiration and 
keeps the pores ot tbe skin open. 
Any 


one can solely drink all tbe water tbat 
they need provided that It is not too cold. 
It should be at abont tbe same tempera- 
ture as water as It 1< drawn from a well. 
Ice water Is not safe to use freely. 
It Is 


so cold tbat It onuses a congestion in tba 
stomach and a greater tbrlnt Is created. 
Water which Is toe cold mast be used onrO' 
fully. 
The doctors say that it Is Impor- 


tant tbat people should dreii coolly and 
try to avoid beoonMng overheated.

water works are moved the better It will 
bo for the city. If the water works are 
rebuilt where they now stand the time of 
moving them will necessarily be put off 
anJ the city had better spend as little 
money as possible on the old plaaoe.

The Financial Question. 


The president seems to persist In his de- 


termination to send a monetary message 
to congress before the special session ad- 
journs. Party leaders ID the senatj and 
house have all along been disposed to let 
tha financial question alone during the 
special session. 
This conclusion was 


reached in this way. A decided majority 
in the senate favor free and unlimited 
oolnBge of silver at the ratio o£ 16 to 1, 
and o'course that body oauld not be ex- 
pected to agree upon any financial reform 
tb.it did not embrace free coinase. Ibe 
paramount issue in the campaign was not 
currency re'orm, bnt proteotl >n to Amer- 
ican Industries through the enactment of 
B protective tariff and the repeal of the in- 
famous un-American business destroying 
Wilson tariff act. Coupled with this the 
Republicans who favored protection to 
American industries, and the gold Demo- 
crats, who profosssed to adhere to a free 
trade tariff, m-ide common cause against 
the effort of the Popocrats to carry the 
country for free silver and thus disgrace 
the country with repudiation. 
This fea- 


ture of the campaign ran not currency 
reform, but to keep those out of power 
who sought the debasement of our cur- 
rency. This was accomplished, for the 
present, by the election of MoKlnley. 
Our currency laws are the same as they 
have been for tba last 20 years, excepting 
that the silver purchase acts have been 
repealed, ana there is no crying demand 
for any immediate change. Surely no 
haste in the matter is demanded axept by 
the gold Democrats, who try to imagine 
as a matter of convenience that the onto 
pafttu of 1890 was purely a campaign for 
new currency legislation, which Is un 
true. 


The Republican party with the people 


backing it, started out to restore protec- 
tion 
As tha great representative of that 


principle, the people demanded and se- 
cured the nomination of McKinley for 
president 
While this was being evolved 


the Populist and free eilverltes swallowed 
the free trade Democracy and threateuid 
to force tba issue of free ether and as a 
result the convention which nominated 
McKinley declared in favor of continuing 
the present gold standard 
The combi- 


nation declared for free silver in the Chi 
cago convention and claimed the tariff 
was a dead and finished IFSOS, which was 
equally untrue, with the subsequent dec- 
laration of the gold Democrats that the 
campaign was lor currency reform. 


Congress was called in special session 


to enaot a revenue or tariff law. 
This 


has practically been accomplished, but 
not saving votes enough in the senate it 
became necessary for theRepnbllcans In the 
senate in order to command all the rotes in 
that body tavorable to a protective tariff 
to keep the money question out or consid 
elation. Had they failed to do this the 
free eilverites with their majority In the 
senate would buve put a free silver rider 
on the tariff bill and defeated it 
The 


Republicans do not want the money ques 
tion raised until the tariff bill is out of 
conference and the conference report is 
adopted by both houses for fear the free 
sllverites might yet defeat the bill. They 
don't want a message of that sort sent to 
this session at all because It would pre- 
cipitate an endless debate which could do 
no good. It ia fair to assume the presi- 
dent Is moved by the demands of gold 
Democrats and bankers to send In a mes- 
sage, but it should be remembered that 
if these people had had their way no tar- 
iff bill would have been passed and neith- 
er would there have been any currency re- 
form. There is no doubt such legislation 
is needed, bnt it is equally certain that 
until the sound money people secure a 
majority in the senate no sound money 
legl'lation can be had so there is no hurry 
about the money question, save to satisfy 


protecting tbe men who hove no work, 
bnt who want work, In the i«bs of those 
who are not willing to work in perilous 
times like this 
It is time that some 


demagogues were taught the lesson that 
they cannot trifle with the people's inter- 
ests with Impunity. 


One MoKlnley tariff will do more for 


the business of the country than all tbe 
money schemes that could bo enacted into 
law. 
What the country needs Is condi- 


tions which will creat11 a demand fur 
American lab'r.

The Shakers, the Loorites and tho 


Oneida community are, of course, the 
most conspicuous examples of com 
munistic success, but in all of these 
groups religious fanaticism has been 
the powerful bond of unity, as indeed 
it has in nearly all the efforts at co 
operative colonization which have at 
tained any lasting and substantial sue 
cess. 


But, besides the great communities 


cooperative enterprises have been eon 
ducted all over the country in smnl 
groups of people from time to time 
The appearance of Mr. Bellamy's "Look 
Ing Backward" gave a great impetu: 
to this increment, and the spasmodic 
outbreaks of Bellamyism became si 
frequent and extended over such a wid< 
extent of country that it seemed a 
one time to threaten almost an en; 
de-mic form. In se\eral eases swindling 
was the underlying motive in the en 
terprises, and in nearly if not quite al 
of them failure and loss of time an< 
money \\as the result. This, however 
applies more particularly to those ten 
tatively cooperative effort« which wer 
launched under the inflvence of the en 
thusiasm v.'hioh I-Ic'lniily's ingcniou 
book arouied'in tlie minds of dreamer 
as well a? those who were suffer!n, 
from the grip of poverty and could e.\ 
plain the fact to themselves or. no othe 
basis thin that of there being som 
radical defect in the modern social con 
stitution. 


But even where the results of co 


operative colonies have been the lies 
they have not been sufficiently bri" 
liant to induce a widespread followin 
df their example, In the past decade 
score or more of oonroanistio colonie 
tuve disbanded, frankly acknowledging 
Complete failure.

a dishpan, iron kettle, frying-pan, bif 
cuit pan, and perhaps a knife, fork an 
spoon, but these last are not always t 
be found. The tin can comes into us 
on a\l occasions, although we find few 
at the cabins, for the absence of marke( 
brings a good many to our own hom< 
which are carefully washed, trimme* 
and made to do duty as pails, cups, re 
ceptacles for tea, coffee, sugar, rice, oa 
meal, and even as baking-tins, th 
pretty round loaves giving us daint 
circular slices for our poached eggs. 


Of food materials, also, we find b' 


scarce supply. 
Four, baking powde 


and salt are the limit in many house 
and if by chance the supply include 
sugar and lard, we are fortunate and ex 
tend our lessons. Milk and butter w 
find in only one or two homes, wher 
by much encouragement, we have bee 
able to introduce them. But with th 
few conveniences it will be a long tim 
before the use of milk will be a regula 
and permanent custom. Some of th 
dishes cooked by the Indian wome 
would be appetizing, were their habit 
m6re cleanly,—American Kitchen Maj 
azine.
